Much ag the circumstance tis 
to be regretted, it cannot in fairness bo held 
that the Government is to blame in"the mat- 
ter. Under tho natural annoyance and ir- 
ritation of losing money in this way, not a 
few have given vent to invective against the 
authoritics for employing an untrustworthy 
ian in auch a position, bub we must confess, 
taking the wholeof the circumstances into con. 
sideration, the matter ig really ono in regard 
to which it is difficult to attach the respou- 
sibility upon any but those who bave un 
fortunately been wade victims: The “fact of 
twenty-four per cent. per snnum intoreat, 
which the enterprising Mr, Lum Asuna, 
who seeins to have followed tha policy of the 
celebrated Royal British Bank, offered, wag 
ton much to be resisted, and he made ready 
victims not only of Sikh Policemen, but of 
European constables, and. of some outside 
persons who seam ta have confided in him. 
Certainly the Europeans, and we cannot help 
belioving also, the Sikhs, cannot for 2 mo- 
ment have bad any idea that the Government 
would pay them twenty-four per cent. in- 
torest, or that, in entrusting their monoy to 
Lom Asuina, they entrusted it otherwise thon 
to bis individual keeping. OF coursa, to 
a certain extent, ho obtained this credit by 
colour of his office. Being the Government 
shroff, and no doubt secured to a cortain 
amount, it was very likely considerad safe to 
entrust amounts of a few huudreds al. niost 
to his custody ; but still it wonld oecur to an 
ordinarily prudent man that there was dangor 
if he received a large number of such de- 
posite that the aggregate aiount might bo | 
too tempting a bait, and that: his self-respect 
aud the consideration for his position which 
~ might render bim proof against the tempta- 
‘tions of amaller amounts might not with. 
stand that offered by the possession of thou- 
sands. There is only ono point at which 
Some one or more of the Government autho: 
rities may possibly be open to blame; and 
we make no doubt that it will receive atten- 
tion at Head-quarters, _ If it was known that 
the shroff was receiving amounts in this 
munner, ordinary prudence would elmost dic- 
tate the necessity either of putting a atop- to 
the matter, or at the'very least of distinctly in- 
timating that the Government was neither’ 
directly nor indirectly responsible for the 
Mooney. The botterplan we suspect would bhava 
been to put the eystem down in foto, as being 
one clearly open to abuse and likely to induca 
thoughtless men to entrust their cash to he 
“man of straw, trusting’ to his positida in 
the Gavéthment service as a seuurity for his 
honesty. Wa ¢am pronounce no opinion, 
howover, on this point, on the slight informa. 
tion, which is os yet attainable ; but suggest 
it as one which certainty calls for attention, 
‘Having in fairness said so much in reply 
fo the complaints about the Authorities 
which -bave been made in many directions, 
but which seem to have very little founda- 
tion, we venture to put in a plea for the un- 
fortunate victims of the fraud. . They are all 
men belonging to a class among whom wécan- 
not look for the same prudence as would guido 
men of ore experience and education; aud 
although, aa above said, it cannot ba justly 
jaid to the blame of the Government that 
they have Jost money which thoy Jentfor the 
sale of tha large interest offered, still thoy 
havé a claim to public, sympathy, and the 
case ig one. which all would. wish to see 
treated in a large and liberal apirit..

. Beersheba a little before sunact, and our first 
impressions ofthe placa were anything but

« severity of the recent drought that the her- 


hage was entirely~burnt up. and in-place of 


rich pastarage thare was nothing but o dry, 
parched valley, bare ‘and desolate as the 


desert itself. This state of: things had’ 


compelled the Bedawin to move off ‘with 
their flocks and herds, and :seck more 
fertile spots; wo wero . therefore. un- 
able to find eamols to tala us back into 
the mountains,-withoat going up to Hebrof; 
ag our Arabs dare not. venture so far beyond 
their own borders, In ‘the morning a shower 
of rain fell and prevented us from -leaving 
the tent until eloven’o'clack, when’ wa visited 
the ruins and wells while the camels were. 
loading, Two of the wells aro filled with 
water, and one is dry: they are built -of fine 
+ solid masonry, and are isa tolerably perfect 
condition, . In the immediate neighbourhood 
are also traces of the other four wolla’ which 
onea existed there; and Arab tradition in- 
forms‘us that “The Beni Murr dwelt by 
seven wells (Seb’a Biydir,) cach well had 
séven tanks, each tank had even troieha, 
and each trough had seven horses’ drinking 
thereal.” ‘The opposite (southern) side of the 
. ' valley-bed is banked.up, to prevent its fall- 
ing in, with a,stout wall of ancient ma- 
sonry ; this extends, however, only fora fow 
hundred yards along tho part immediately 
opposite the wells, Tho hill-side behind 


“them is covered with ruins, but tho stones | 


havo heen a0 entirely removed or destroyed 
that nothing now is lift but the foundations, 
and these are so confused that very little can 
be niade out as to their original plan, Higher 
up in the Wady, and just above the enstern- 
most well, the ground-plan ofa perfect Greck 
Church, with a semi-circular apse, ‘van be 
plainly distinguished; the foundations are, 
‘however, quite level with the soil. Noar the 
buried wells are the remains.of a. trough. or 
cistern composed of layers of stones embedded 
in concrete, a form of masonry which may be 
also observed in some ‘of the other founda- 
tions. The. country around consista of a 
rolling plain or down, intersected by the 
wady-beds of Seb‘a and Khalil, and would, no 
doubt, be very pretty, ae a contrast te the 
desert which wo had just passed through, 
were there any verdure er herbage Upon: it; 
in tho condition it then presented, there was 
absolutely nothing to raliove tha eye. In 
other years, the Arabs told us, it is covered for 
miles around with grass, flowers, and herbage, 
bunt during the past year there’had been so 
little rain that nothing would grow. Beer. 
sheba is perhaps one of the, most interesting 
spotsiin the desert, connected as it.is with 
some of the earliest scenes of Bible history. 
The deap well of massive masonry upon which 
we gazed was in all probability the identical 
one dng by Abraham, the Father of the 
Faithful, himself. The’ name, Bir Sob‘n, 
which be pave it still clings ta the spot; the 
Bedawin, to whom the Scriptures’ are un- 
Imown, still point with prido to the great 
work which their father Tbrahim achieved ; 
und, ns they draw water from it for their 
flocks, the ropes that.let the buckets down 
still glide along tho same deep furrows in the
